. BACKGROUND:

Fatlure to Timely File the 1998 April Quarterly Report

The International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers Local 98 Commitiee
on Political Education ("the Committee") failed to timely file the {998 April
Quarterly Report of Receipts and Disbursements covering the period from January
1, 1998 to March 31, 1998. On December 29, 1997 and March 20, 1998, Prior
Notices were sent to the Committee informing it that the 1998 April Quarterly
Report was due on April 15, 1998 (Attachment 2). A Non-Filer Notice was sent to
the Committee via mailgram on May 7, 1998 (Attachment 3).

The Reports Analysis Division ("RAD") analyst attempted to contact Mr.
Mackin, treasurer of the Commitiee, on June 1, 1998. The analyst spoke with Mr.
Francis Walsh in his office who said the Committee had sent the original report on

* Mr. Mackin is the treasurer of record, however Mr. John J. Dougherty has signed all reports since 1995.



April 9, 1998 and had sent a follow-up copy of the report on May 11, 1998. The
analyst informed Mr. Walsh that Commission records did not reflect the receipt of
cither report. The analyst confirmed the Commiitee 1D number and the FEC
mailing address and encouraged the Committee to filc another copy to the
Analyst’s attention as soon as possible to avoid further enforcement action
(Attachment 4).

The Committee hand-delivered a copy of the 1998 April Quarterly Report
on June 8, 1998 (Attachment 5).

The RAD analyst called Mr. Francis Walsh on September 10, 1998
regarding his statement that the Committee made two attempts to dehiver the 1998
April Quarterly Report. The first attempt was on April 9. 1998 and the sccond on
May 11, 1998. The RAD analyst asked Mr. Walsh if the Committee had mail
receipts for those filings. He said that he would fax copics of the receipts for the
1998 April Quarterly Report (Attachment 6 ). The FEC received the FAX later
that day ( Attachment 7).

The RAD Analyst called Mr. Walsh's office on September 14, 1998, and
left a message to have him return the Analyst's call. Mr. Walsh returned the call
later in the day. The Analyst informed him that the mail receipts received by the
FEC for the 1998 April Quarterly filing seem to indicate the Committee’s attempt
to file the report, but fail to indicate that the reports were received by the FEC.
The RAD analyst asked Mr. Walsh if the Committee had return receipts indicating
that the reports were delivered to the FEC. He said he would contact UPS
regarding these receipts and fax copies of them to the FEC (Attachment 8). On
September 16, 1998, Mr. Walsh calied the RAD analyst to inform him that UPS
does have receipts showing that the reports were signed for by the FEC and that he
will fax copies of these receipts to the FEC (Attachment 9 ). The FEC received
the faxed copies of the UPS mail receipts on September 16, 1998 which indicated
that both packages were in fact received by the FEC (Attachment 10).

RAD conducted a scarch for the documents on microfiim and discovered
that the Committec’s state campaign expense report had been sent to the
Commission instead of the federal Report of Reccipts and Disbursements
{Attachment 11).

On September 18, 1998 the RAD analyst called Mr. Walsh to explain that
the reports the Committee submitted on April 9, 1998 and May 11, 1998 were
apparently State filings (Attachment 12 }. The RAD analyst informed Mr. Walsh
that this matter would be referred to the Office of General Counsel because of the
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Committee’s failure to timely file the 1998 Apnil Quarterly Report. Additionally,
the RAD analyst told him that the receipt of the facsimiles would be processed
once received and that all correspondence would be taken into consideration. Mr.
Walsh informed the analyst that the problems in the Committee’s Audit
Department during April and May led to the confusion of the incorrect filings.
